ATHLETIC DIRECTORS 


Athletics have always played an important part in the cadet life at A. M. A., 
but this year they have played a more important part than they have for several 
years in the past. This increase was due to the adoption of a new athletic policy 
by Colonel and Major Roller at the close of last year. This policy did away with 
athletic scholarships, which were awarded to outstanding athletes, many of whom 
consequently came here to participate in athletics. For this reason we did not have 
the championship teams that we have had in previous years, because inexperienced 
prep schoolboys cannot compete with trained athletes. But A. M. A. has reason to 
be proud of this year’s teams, for the spirit shown by both the corps and the teams 
has been noticeably greater than it has been for many years in the past. 

However, under the expert handling of our coaches the teams have turned in 
good seasons and each team has some important victory or unexpected upset to 
look back on. Much credit should be given to the coaches for spending time and 
energy with these teams, some of whom looked as if they were in for a bad season. 

The coaching staff of this year included, Lt. Henry House and the late I. 
C. S. Roller III, football; Capt. Deane, swimming and track ; Lt. McCue, boxing ; 
Lt. House, wrestling and baseball; Lt. Roller, basketball; Capt. Roderick, junior 
basketball; and Lt. Coffman, junior sports. 

Another important department of our athletics, which in previous years has 
been neglected but this year came to the front is the junior department. The 
smaller boys turned out in great numbers to receive instruction which will enable 
them in future years to become the basis of A. M. A. varsity teams. 

Despite the none too good records, the athletic directors, the coaches, and 
various alumni expressed satisfaction with the way the new system was working, 
and were sure that in the near future we will again be turning out famous Roller’s 
Champions.
